The proposed land use plan 
for St. Louis county will be 
broken down into 19 mapped sec- 
tions in order that property own- 
ers may understand better how 
their property would be affected, 
it was announced today. 
~ County Planning Director Her- 
mann F. Wagner said the sec- 
tional studies will show precisely 
the boundaries of various land 
uses which are outlined only 
generally in the master plan 
Covering the county's entire 
$35,280-acre area. 

Wagner’s staff started work on 
the detailed maps today. They 
will be used in a series of public 
hearings on the proposed over- 
all plan. 

The hearings will be held by 
the County Planning Commission 
within the next two months. The 
master plan, submitted to the 
commission last Saturday, was 

repared by the city planning 

irm of Harland Bartholomew 
and Associates. 

. The plan was designed to pre- 
pare the county for a popula- 
tion expansion from an esti- 
mated 675,000 at present to 
1,175,000 by 1980. 

Industrial Acreage. 


_ It provides 20,800 acres for in- 
dustrial use, six times as much 
as the present acreage reserved 
for such purposes; designates the 
locations of 10 new towns with | 
substantial population, and rec-| 
ommends sites for 10 large com- 
mercial centers. 

The Bartholomew plan, com- 
pleted after two years’ work, 
pointed out that the county in- 
evitably will be transformed into 
an urban area in the next 20 
years, losing its suburban and 
rural characteristics. 

Wagner predicted that the re- 
port’s suggested assessment and 
tax policy for preventing farm- 
land from being subdivided be- 
fore it is needed for residential 
use would evoke considerable 
public discussion. 

Land which should logically 
continue to be farmed or devoted 
to rural, rather than urban uses, 
is frequently sold for residential 
subdividing before there is a 
real need for its development, 
the master plan said. 

Farmers who sell such land 
frequently complain they are 
forced out by sharply increased 
taxes which result when a sub- 
divider begins a residential de- 
velopment nearby. This usually 
results in neighboring farms 
being assessed at higher values 
because of their potential urban 
use. 

Discussing land not immedi- 
ately needed for the county’s 
légical population expansion, the 
Bartholomew report said: “‘Con- 
sideration should be given to the 
possibility of maintaining a low 
assessment so the land could be 
withheld from urban redevelop- 
ment for many years.” 

44,720 Open Acres. 
' Despite the predicted rapid ur- 
ban development provided for in 
the master plan, a total of 44,720 
acres of county land, including 
those on which there are lakes 
or streams, would still be open 
in 1980. 

The usable areas would con- 
stitute a land reserve for devel- 
opment after 1980. The study 
suggested that low assessments 
would be an incentive to owners 
not to permit premature develop- 
ment of such land for residential 
or industrial use. 

The report also raised the 
question of what the county’s 
procedure could be in the case 
of an owner who, after benefit- 
ting from lower assessments for 
a number of years, sold his 
property for subdividing before 
it was needed for urban uses. 

The plan suggested that per- 
haps state laws could be changed 
to permit the county to recoup 
taxes lost in previous years if 
such land held in reserve were 
sold to subdividers ahead of the 
agreed time. A substantial tax 
penalty could be demanded at 
the time of the sale, it was sug-

THUMB-SIZED 
MOTOR COULD DO 
BIG JOBS IN SPACE 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25 (AP)—A 
new Tom Thumb rocket motor 
looks good for vital tasks in ex- 
ploring space, a physicist said 
today. 

This midget motor is no big- 
ger than a man’s thumb. 

It works by shooting out elec- 
trified atoms and electrons at 
speeds of 22,000 miles an hour. 
This produces thrust, just as 
does the exhaust of chemical 
fuels to thrust up rockets. 

The engine is not strong enough 
to propel a rocket or satellite as 
its main energy. But it could 
produce sidewise, forward or 
backward thrust to control the 
position and directioning of a sat- 
ellite in space, said Dr. W. H. 
Bostick of Stevens Institute of 
Technology, Hoboken, N.J. 

Such controls can be impor- 
tant in keeping a weather- 
watcher or communications sat- 
ellite in a precise orbit around 
the earth, or making it drop 
down lower, or fly up higher, to

SPYING FOR REDS: 


U.S.-Trained Flyer 
Gave Russians Data 
on American Torpedo 
Boat, Other Arms. 


KARLSRUHE, Germany, Jan. 
25 (UPI)—A confessed West Ger- 
man Communist spy told the 
court that is trying him for trea- 
son today that he gave United 
States naval secrets and other 
information to the Russians. 

Horst Ludwig, a 36-year-old 
naval lieutenant who was trained 
as a jet flyer at Pensacola, Fia., 
said specifically that he handed 
plans for the then-secret P-16 
torpedo boat to Russian agents 
in 1956. 

He is also accused of giving 
the Reds technical information 
about American tanks,  photo- 
graphs of key United States offi- 
cials and other secret papers, 
and of reporting details of a 
“highly confidential’’ weapons 
course he attended in Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 

It marked the first time that 
an officer of West Germany’s 


new armed forces had faced the 
Federal Supreme Court. 
Observer Expelled. 

A man named Scheiber was 
expelled from the courtroom 
today after Ludwig told presid- 
ing Judge Heinrich Jagusch 
that Scheiber ‘‘would tell the 
Communists what I said, and my 
parents would be endangered.”

HIGH-SPEED DRILL 
BORING TOWARD 
TRAPPED MINERS 


COALBROOK, South Africa, 
Jan. 25 (AP)—A high-speed drill 
bored steadily today toward 440 
men trapped deep in a coal mine 
since Thursday. 


Fresh rockslides clogged the 
main shaft with tons of earth, 
halting underground rescue ef- 
forts. Mine officials ordered an 
emergency shaft sunk to try to 
get food and air to the men if 
they still are alive. 


Managers of the Clydesdale 
colliery, where the massive rock- 
fall that entombed the men oc- 
curred, rushed a high-speed drill 
here from an iron mine in the 
Northern Transvaal. 


The drill, which bores a hole 
15 inches in diameter, pene- 
trated 80 feet within a couple of 
hours, then struck a rock forma- 
tion. ‘Engineers estimated that 
it would take 40 hours to reach 
the area where the men are 
trapped.

TODAY’S YOUNG MARRIED COUPLES, so often described by 
the overworked phrase ‘“‘young moderns,” have our deepest ad- 
miration and respect. They are smart, self-reliant, and amazingly 
efficient. Despite the fact that most of the girls either hold full- 
time office jobs or care for several babies they are excellent 
housekeepers, seamstresses and cooks. Along with these activities, 
somehow they manage to entertain frequently. 


Not only do they entertain, but 
they do it with an ease which 
many an older, more experi- 
enced hostess never has acquired. 


Their success is due, at least 
in part, to a realistic approach 
to their abilities, budgets, space 
limitations and equipment. 
They plan their menus with 
these points in mind, then 
streamline both preparation 
and service. 

It is this group which has been 
Jargely responsible for the revival 
of the chafing dish. They also 
favor casserole recipes. They 
Serve an expertly seasoned spa- 
ghetti dish and cold beer as 
proudly as their mothers might 
serve an elaborate buffet and 
champagne—and have far more 
fun doing it.

“Minoma” — situated as it is in 
St. Louis county—properly comes 
within the scope of activities of the 
St. Louis County Historic Buildings 
Commission, while Landmarks’ ac- 
tivities are necessarily confined to 
things within the city itself. Land- 
marks, however, would have ex- 
erted its influence if such efforts 
could have helped save this valued 
place. 

An all-out effort made a year aco 
by the County Historic Buildings 
Commission to save it by having 
the property established as a county 
park was doomed to failure because 
by that time “Minoma” had been 
stripped of its surrounding acreage 
by speculative builders and because 

local community would not 
agree to maintain it thereafter. 

Landmarks and the St. Louis 
County Historic Buildings Commis- 
sion are at present trying to ear- 
mark outstanding landmarks in this 
area and safeguard them against a 
fate similar to that suffered by the 
Clerk mansion. 

It is hoped that as the public be- 
comes aware of this effort it will 
render assistance. A valuable as- 
sist was given recently. when the 
Missouri Highway Commission vol- 
untarily made the decision to go 
around the historic DeMenil house 
rather than plan the highway to go 
through it.

Third Parties Have a Role 


Rising costs clearly are rendering 
political campaigns increasingly 
difficult to conduct.

But it will attain none of these essential 
-ends automatically. Drawing a plan is only a 
beginning. The framework will have to be 
clothed with the force of law, and that is the 
urgent and overriding assignment of the 
county’s political leadership, especially that 
of Supervisor McNary. 

A strictly-enforced zoning ordinance pro- 
vides the most effective method of assuring 
that the county’s growth follows lines set 
down in the land-use plan. The Supervisor’s 
first task is to persuade the Council to adopt 
such an ordinance for the county’s unincor- 
porated areas. These are largely the very 
areas that need protection most. The flat, 
flood-free sites that the plan designates for 
industrial use are most attractive to the spec- 
ulator interested in crowding them with 
cheaply-built subdivision houses. 


A county that is short of places to locate 
new industry must protect its remaining in- 
dustrial ground or pay the price in reduced 
employment opportunities for its people and 
a tax base insufficient to support good schools 
and necessary public services. The plan pro- 
vides for more than five times as much indus- 
trial acreage as now exists, with about 15 per 
cent of it at Columbia Bottoms. 


But merely zoning the unincorporated 
arers is not enough. The plan covers the 
entire county, including the 98 municipalities 
where the county government lacks power 
to zone. Here Mr. McNary’s immediate prob- 
lem is one of persuading the municipalities 
to adhere to the overall county plan. This 
may take some doing, especially since 18 of 
the municipalities presently do not have any 
zoning regulations at all. Even so it is essen- 
tial that he make the effort. Some of the 
prime industrial locations lie within incor- 
porated communities. They are irreplaceable 
and must be protected for the good of the 
whole county. 

The county also will need some helo from 
the Legislature, and now is the time to pre- 
pare to solicit it. County zoning in an unin- 
corporated area can be completely nullified 
by the incorporation of a new community 
within the particular neighborhood by a few 
persons with private interests. Many towns 
were created specifically to evade the county’s 
supervision in zoning matters. To protect its 
land-use plan and what is left of its unincor- 
porated area, the county ought to have 
authority to prevent new municipal incor- 
porations. 

In addition the countv must have power 
to comnel its municipalities to comply sub- 
stantislly with the overall county plan. Per- 
suesion and co-operation are fine political 
tools as far as they go but in the nature of 
thines they do not go far enough. The county 
needs a reserve of legal power it can fall 
back on if persuasion fails, as it invariably 
does when conflicts of interest arise. 

Putting the new land-use plan into effect 
represents the greatest challenge facing the 
county in general and Supervisor McNary 
and the Council in particular. If the challenge 
is met head-on the county 20 years from now 
will be a pleasent place in which to live and 
work. If not, it could be a hodge-podge of 
speculative real estate developments without 
green space and without ‘an industrial base 
and suffering from high texes, poor schools 
and poorer public services. Which shall it be? 


Tongh Job Ahead 

The choice of Representative Miller of New 
York to head the Republican Congressional 
Campaign Committee would have had more 
significance had Gov. Rockefeller entered the 
race for the Republican presidential nomina- 
tion. Mr. Miller announced last June that he 
would attempt to line up New York delegates 
for Vice President Nixon, so the selection 
will fit in with Mr. Nixon’s campaign plans. 
Mr. Miller is an energetic conservative. He 
will need to use all the political acumen he 
can muster, as it will be his job to direct the 
party’s bid for control of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the coming elections. That means 
winning 67 additional seats. 

Mr. Miller had the backing of Representa- 
tive Halleck of Indiana, the House Republican 
leader who unseated the veteran Representa- 
tive Martin of Massachusetts a year ago. He 
forced Representative McCulloch of Ohio, who 
was backed by Martin supporters, out of the 
race. So in a sense it was the Martin-Halleck 
struggle all over again, though the residue of 
bitterness will not be as great. Mr. Miller’s 
early support of Mr. Nixon has paid off, and 
Mr. Nixon has extended his influence in the 
House. 


Renewing a Budget Fight 

While President Eisenhower’s budget con- 
tains little that is new in domestic programs, 
it is the oldness of some of his proposals 
which threatens difficulties with Congress. 
Two examples involve housing and highways. 

Last year the President attempted to end 
new public housing authorizations and to re- 
duce drastically the urban renewal and slum 
clearance programs. Congress watered down 
its own more ambitious ideas twice, but its 
bills were twice vetoed. After this stand-off 
struggle, the President finally accepted a 
housing bill with reduced expenditures, but 
the measure did continue urban renewal on 
a level closer to Congress’s original recom- 
mendations for the first two years, and it did 
authorize 35,000 public housing starts. 

Now Mr. Eisenhower again seeks to elim- 
inate future public housing authorizations, 
though these would not increase the immedi- 
ate budget. He also asks for a reduction of 
$33,000,000 for urban. renewal. As St. Louis 
well knows, this program has aided cities 
to keep up with their bursting populations, 
and urban Congressmen can be expected to 
fight for it. 

Last year, also, the President urged a 1%- 
cent increase in the federal gasoline tax of 
3 cents a gallon, which helps pay for the 
federal road program. Congress agreed to a 
l-cent increase, for only two years, and now 
the President again seeks the additional half- 
cent, for five years.

A Need to Be Met 


When George H. Frangel Jr. was sentenced 
to 18 years in the penitentiary for rape and 
other morals offenses, Circuit Judge Hoester 
declared the defendant was “in need of psy- 
chiatric treatment.” County Prosecutor An- 
derson has expressed a similar view. Few 
would deny that Frangel’s need is obvious, 
but is Frangel likely to get what the judge 
and the prosecutor both say he should have? 
If: it is possible to rehabilitate him, can this 
be done in the penitentiary? Or would a 
state mental hospital be a better place of 
confinement? Society must protect itself, but 
it has the obligation to act intelligently and 
humanely as well as to look ahead. What 
manner of man will emerge from prison in 
18 years, or 13% years with good conduct 
reductions, or even sooner on parole? That 
is one of the disturbing questions that occurs 
in this and similar cases. 


A Fact Is Acknowledged 


The first break in the postwar Hollywood 
policy of ostensibly blacklisting writers con- 
sidered subversive by the studios has come 
with a statement by Otto Preminger, pro- 
ducer-director, that he will give full writing 
credit on a forthcoming picture to Dalton 
Trumbo. Other screen executives have let it 
be known they do not intend to follow Mr. 
Preminger’s lead. 


Trumbo was one of the most successful 
writers in the screen capital before he defied 
the House Un-American Activities Committee 
in 1947, refusing to testify as to whether he 
was a Communist. He and nine others were 
cited for contempt of Congress. He was con- 
victed and sentenced to a year in jail and 
fined $1000. In support of his unsuccessful 
appeal to the Supreme Court, 382 writers, ac- 
tors and other professional people charged 
the House committee was trying to censor 
the movies. 


Actually Trumbo and other writers on the 
unofficial and unacknowledged studio black- 
list have continued to write under different 
names, the movie executives having resorted 
to this subterfuge to avoid possible contro- 
versy.

17 Per Cent More for Space 


In its efforts to counter criticism for insuf- 
ficient funding of space projects, the Admin- 
istration maintains that space spending will 
be heavily increased in fiscal 1961. This may 
sound comforting but a study of the authori- 
zation and expenditure figures for the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Administration 
reveals some serious flaws. 

The budget for fiscal 1961, which begins 
next July 1, seeks $802,000,000 for NASA as 
compared with $500,575,000 for fiscal 1960. 
That looks like a substantial increase. NASA, 
however, has acquired responsibility for the 
Saturn rocket project from the Army, and 
will have to spend $140,000,000 on it which 
it did not spend last year. That will reduce 
next year’s actual total, available for other 
projects, to $662,000,000. This year’s appropri- 
ation, moreover, has been increased by a sup- 


plemental bill of $23,000,000 to $523,575,000. -

For fiscal 1961: $662,000,000.

The Air Sabotage Problem 


Recent Crashes Spur Hunt for Ways to Reduce Danger of Deliberate Destruction

Suspicions that one, if not both, of 
the recent National Airlines crashes 
may have been caused by sabotage 
have profoundly shaken -the aviation 
industry. 

Even if neither case is conclusively 
proved, the alarm created by the mere 
suspicions is likely to prove so lasting 
that massive measures will be needed 
to shore up public confidence.

How can an unbalanced mind bent on 
suicide or murder (for vengeance or 
insurance profits) be kept from plant- 
ing a device that will destroy an air- 
liner and the lives of all on board? 

These are the questions dogging top 
officials as they pursue their inquiries 
into the North Carolina disaster of 
Jan. 6 and the plunge of another four-

Here are some of the suggestions 
that are being turned over in the 
minds of the experts: 

1. Rule out payment to beneficiaries 
in all cases where an insurance policy- 
holder commits suicide by sabotaging 
an airliner. Most current policies for- 
bid suicide payments only if the sui- 
cide is committed within two years 
after issuance of the policy. (Investi- 
gation of the North Carolina crash 
has disclosed that Julian Andrew 
Frank, 32-year-old Westport lawyer 
killed in the crash took out almost 
$900,000 -worth of insurance within the 
last few months.) 

2. Adopt legislation requiring airline 
passengers to submit their baggage 
for inspection if they are requested 
to do so. At ‘present, a passenger may

A part of the uniqueness of our spe- 
cies consists in an aptitude, all but 
unparalleled in the animal world, for 
indulging in practices harmful to our

Arnold Schoenberg’s ‘Pierrot 
Lunaire” was produced for the 
first time in St. Louis last night 
through the enterprise of The 
New Music Circle. The perform- 
ance was given at Brown Hall on 
the campus of Washington Uni- 
versity and was heard not once 
but twice by a near-capacity 
audience composed largely of 
students and members of the 
Circle. 


This atmosphere of apprecia- 
tion and the efficient, sym- 
pathetic treatment of the music 
by the chamber ensemble under 
Edward Murphy were undoubted- 
ly the most significant aspects of 
the occasion. The free disso- 
mance, open scoring and angular 
leaps and moaning slides of the 
voice part offered difficulties 
that could be solved only by 
patient, intensive preparation. 
The successful, closely-organized 
performance was therefore an 
artistic and technical feat of the 
first order. 


The most notable feature of 
this work is the hybrid part 
assigned to the soprano soloist— 
a half sung, half spoken kind of 
declamation that the composer 
described as ‘‘Sprechstimme.” 
Carolee Coombs of St. Louis did 
the recitation. She managed to 
communicate a musical quality 
even while obeying strictly the 
composer’s injunction to avoid 
both the singsong effect of 
spoken recitation and the easier 
device of connecting clearly- 
pitched notes by a series of 
glissandi. The moody, evanes- 
cent, dream-like nature of the 
music was implicit in the timbre 
of her voice.

With Pirates 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan. 25 
(UPI) — Southpaw Harvey Had- 
dix, who pitched a perfect game 
for 12 innings against Milwau- 
kee last season only to lose 1-0 
in the thirteenth, signed his 1960 
contract with the Pittsburgh Pi- 
rates today. 


Haddix, 34, who was ac- 
quired by the Pirates from Cin- 
cinnati in January 1959, had a 
12-12 record last season and a 
3.13 earned run average. 


It was on May 26, 1959, that 
“The Kitten” pitched 12 perfect 
innings at Milwaukee’s County 
Stadium, while his Pirate team- 
mates got 12 hits, but no runs. 
Thirty-six batters faced Haddix 
without reaching first base, a 
feat never before accomplished 
in major league baseball. 


But in the thirteenth, the spell 
was broken by an error. Felix 
Mantilla hit a routine grounder 
to Third Baseman Don Hoak, 
who threw into the dirt at first 
base. For the first time a man 
was on first base.

Joe Adcock, who had struck 
out twice and grounded out 
twice, hit Haddix’ second pitch— 
a high slider—over the fence in 
right center. It was the Braves’ 
only hit of the game.

PEBBLE BEACH, Calif., Jan. 
25 (AP)—After slogging through 
a wet but profitable victory in 
Bing Crosby’s golfing show, Ken 
Venturi set his sights today on 
even higher stakes. 

The slender San Franciscan 
collected $5350 in the crooner’s 
nineteenth annual clambake, 
which ended yesterday in one of 
the worst storms ever to plague 
the event.

Rate of Profit. 

Profits in the first half of last 
year averaged close to a 50 bil- 
lion dollar annual rate before 
taxes. There was a sharp de- 
cline after midyear, to a rate of 
about 46 billion dollars in the 
third quarter. The over-all rate 
for the second half fell some- 
what short of that attained in 
the earlier part of the year, 

Profits showed an improve- 
ment over 1958, the report stated. 
Net income before taxes for the 
nine months ending last Septem- 
ber was at an annual rate of 
$4714 billion—4814 billion count- 
ing inventory gains, which are 
excluded from the national in- 
come measure since they do not 
arise out of current production. 
Profits for the recession year 
1958 as a whole were 36% bil- 
lion, or 37 billion including the ; 
inventory item. 

After-tax net income showed 
a parallel improvement, moving 
up from 19 billion in 1958 to an 
average rate near 25 billion for 
most of last year.

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Since the boys are hot in show 
business anyway, the offers have 
been pouring in for them to do 
trapeze acts at country fairs and 
other places. Ozzie said they 
received a fabulous offer to ap- 
pear in the circus and there is 
a chance they may do something 
of the sort. 


Meanwhile, Ozzie doesn’t know 
what the boys wiil be up to next 
but he hopes it will be some 
thing not too dangerous that can

“GUOD MORNING,” the man said.

We know some photographers who would dispute the 
statement, but most of them agree that Weegee is one of the 
peiaiteaia | top men in his business and 
aia has made a great contribu- 
tion to creative photogra- 

phy. 

“IT hate the word crea- 
tive,” he said. “I am a 
human photographer. I 
am master of the monster. 
I dominate the machine— 
it doesn’t dominate me.” 

“That’s swell,” we said. 
“What did you have on 
your mind?” 

“I’ve come to Paris to do 
a book called ‘The Naked 
Paris.’ It will be a follow- 
up on my book on Manhat- 
tan. ‘The Naked City.’ 
Don’t worry. It’s going to 
be in good taste. All my 
books are in good taste.” 

“That’s fine,”” we said. 

Weegee said he liked 
Paris. ‘I hated California, 


WEEGEE 


Every morning I’d wake up and look at trees. Who wants 
to look at trees? I want to look at pastrami parlors and 


Chinese laundries and movie theaters. I used to go to the 
newsreels in California and cry when I saw pictures of New 
York. But in Paris I don’t miss New York. I haven’t-been 
to the newsreels once.” 


Weegee started his career as a press photographer 
covering fires and murders in New York. “I was 
the official photographer for Murder, Inc.,” he said. 
“I took their pictures when they were picked up and 
when they were bumped off. The mobsters trusted 
me because they knew if they were wiped out I 
could be trusted to take a picture of them from th 
best angle. 


“I always tried to avoid too much blood in my pictures. 
If you get too much bfbod in a news photo they have to touch 
it up. I was also great at fires.” 


But Weegee said he got tired of taking pictures of dead 
gangsters in gutters and so he escaped in photography to a 
world of fantasy. He developed lenses which showed people 
in photocaricature, designs, patterns, abstracts and kaleido- 
scopes. He invented techniques in photography, gave up his 
news job, and devoted his time to books, commercial adver- 
tising, and Hollywood. 

He said he came to Paris because he feels the French 
are more open to new ideas than people in the United States. 

“What sort of ideas?” we asked him. 

“For one thing, I want to show how things could look 
through the eyes of a cow. I have found some French people 
who are interested.” 

“How do things look through the eyes of a cow?” 

“T imagine the same as they look through the eyes of a 
dog,” he said. 

‘We don’t have a dog. How do things look through the 
eyes of a dog?” 

‘Nobody really knows,”’ Weegee said. ‘Therefore I can 
take some liberties. I think I’ll do it one-dimension.” 

Weegee said he also wanted to photograph Brigitte 
Bardot as she has never been photographed before. 

“Why don’t you photograph her as she would look 
through the eyes of a cow?” we suggested. 

“‘No,” he said, “I think the best way to photograph 

Brigitte Bardot is to add a dimension, not take one 

away.” : 

Another project Weegee has in mind is to go into the 
Louvre and “‘photograph it as it has never been photographed 
before. I want to show the Mona Lisa talking.” 

Weegee also plans to go over to the Rodin Museum and 
add a couple of heads to “The Thinker.” 

Weegee says he’s soon going to market lenses that people 
can put on’ their cameras that will distort subjects and enable 
anyone to do trick photography. “Pretty soon,” he said, 
*‘everyone will be making pictures like Weegee. People will 
be able to make caricatures of each other. This will lead 
to quarrels and friction and everyone will be talking about 
me.”’ 

“‘But won’t that make it harder for you to make a living?” 

“I’m experimenting with new things all the time. I have 
a feeling that it’s possible to photograph things that have 
already happened in the past. There’s an entire new field here 
and I want to investigate it.”

“COULD RHEUMATIC FEVER affect any other part 
of the body besides the heart? W.W.” 

Yes. The outer lining of the heart, the brain

When we stepped off 
the train at Los Angeles the air 
was sweet with a heavy blend 
of orange and lemon ‘blossoms. 
The rush to California had not 
yet begun and Hollywood still 
had that quiet, pastoral air about 
it 


The talkies had just intruded 
on the movie industry and scared 
the hell out of most of its mem- 
bers. Taxes were still nominal, 
and Hollywood’s kings and 
queens lived far more luxurious- 
ly than most of the reigning 
families in Europe. Most of the 
stars tossed their money around 
as though they manufactured it 
themselves in the cellar. They 
went in for solid gold bathtubs, 
chauffeur-driven Rolls Royces, 
champagne for breakfast and 
caviar every 15 minutes. It was 
the kind of world that today 
only exists in the pages of movie 
magazines and for the sons of a 
few Latin American dictators. 

This was a Never Never Land 
that hadn’t been paralleled 
since the red-hot days of 
Rome. The parties were lush, 
and so were most of the guests. 
No party was considered a 


success unless a number of the , 


survivors were tossed into the 
swimming pool in their eve- 
ning clothes, and I don’t mean 
pajamas.

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NEW YORK, Jan. 25 (AP). 

AN IRISH SCHOLAR with a 
good memory and a homemade 
printing press has become a one- 
man headache for the big New 
York Public Library. 

The scholar, Peter Kavanagh, 
who holds a doctorate from 
Trinity College, Dublin, has pub- 
lished a volume of excerpts from 
the correspondence of John 
Quinn, early American patron of 
artists and writers—despite a 
ban which will not expire until 
1988. 

Day after day, for weeks, Kav- 
anagh went to the manuscript 
room of the main library build- 
ing at Fifth avenue and Forty- 
second street and read letters 
written by Quinn, who became 
a successful New York lawyer, 
and letters to Quinn by such 
writers as Joseph Conrad, T. S. 
Eliot, A. E. Housman, James 
Joyce and Lady Gregory. 

To gain access to contents of 
the manuscript. room, Kavanagh 
signed a form agreeing not to 
copy or publish anything con- 
tained in “said correspondence.” 

Quinn was 55 years old when 
he died in 1924. He was born 
in Tiffin, O. During. his lifetime 
he aided artists and writers 
whose work was then being con-

A provision of Quinn’s will 
stipulated that all letters be 
made. available for inspection 
by scholars but that they must 
not be copied or published for 
50 years, beginning Jan. 2, 1938. 

Kavanagh set down, in note 
books what he memorized in the 
manuscript room and compiled 
enough material for a 52-page 
volume. He explains his actions 
thus: 


“Quinn is the absolute key to 
the twentieth century art and 
literature, as far as One man 
can be a key. Yet he’s totally 
forgotten . . 

“If he had not wanted these 
letters to be published he would 
have had them locked up for 50 
years. I conclude that. he must 
have left a loophole—he was a 
lawyer—for such a person as 
myself.” 

Kavanagh admits that his ex- 
cerpts are not verbatim, but he 
insists they come very close to 
it.

“An unnecessary piece of in- 
formation. Just say I’m in my 
early middle age,” he said. 

Kavanagh set up his printing 
press in his two-room Manhat- 
tan flat. With a sewing machine 
for a base, the hand-made press 
parts include a ship’s wheel, a 
huge automobile jack, strips of 
tin from gasoline cans, the 
hinges of a typewriter case and 
a section of a broom handle. 

Kavanagh says it took three 
hours to set one page, and an- 
other. two hours to lock the 
type form, read proof and make 
corrections. 

He’s run off enough for a 
limited edition of} 100 numbered 
copies, and says he scrambled 
the type so no more copies can 


» be available. 


The library has directed its 
counsel to “‘proceed vigorously” 
against Kavanagh, who says he 
will offer his edition only to 
libraries and recognized col- 
lectors—at $35 a copy. To em- 
phasize he meant just that, Kav- 
anagh added: ‘“‘I’d burn it be- 
fore I’d send it out to anyone 
I didn’t like.” 


A Bit of Paris for Italian Fashions

IRENE GALITZINE’S collec- 
tion was more like Paris than 
the Pitti Palace. The loose, slim, 
lady-like clothes made some of 
the other .creations shown last 
week look like costumes from 
“The Student Prince.” 

Somehow or other attractive 
Galitzine, whose boutique collec- 
tion made such a hit earlier in 
the week, persuaded the runway 
models to shed the old beat-up 
satin pumps they had been wear- 
ing even with tweeds and got 


, 


them into good shoes. 


GALITZINE’S collections cer- 
tainly recalls, and sometimes a 
little too closely, those two Paris 
greats of fashion, Balenciaga 
and Givenchy. It goes without 
saying that it follows the less- 
fitted silhouette that is consis- 
tently dear to the press and ap- 
parently a pain in the neck to 
American buyers, whether at 
home or abroad. 


Galitzine’s spring coats are 
finger tip or longer but never 
full length.

Nuclear Test Talks 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25. 

I AM BECOMING considerably troubled about the attitude 
of our government on nuclear testing. 

Disarmament negotiations have resumed in Geneva,. and 
I feel sure that our representative, James J. Wadsworth, is 
genuinely hoping for a treaty. But I am not at all sure 
that the Pentagon and the Atomic Energy Commission in 
Washington are not going to make it impossible to come 
to an agreement on one. 

Granted, we do not have a device which under all cir- 
cumstances would insure the discovery of an atomic explo- 
sion anywhere, even underground, But the chances are that 
before long we may perfect such a device. 


& 


In the meantime, we know well that a continu- 
ation of nuclear tests is a danger that may harm 
the whole human race. There are differences con- 
cerning the exact amount of harm they can cause, 
but this is only a question of degree. So whatever 
we do, we run a risk. I personally think, therefore, 
that we should find a way to write a nuclear dis- 
armament treaty with the Soviet Union now. After 
all, continuation of tests is as much a menace to 
the Soviet people as to ours, so there is a real motive 
for both sides living up to such a treaty. 


If you believe these tests should be stopped, I think you 
should let your representatives in Washington, from the 
President on down, know how you feel. 

THE PRESIDENT’S Committee on. Employment of the 
Physically Handicapped has enlisted the help of the nation’s 
top cartoonists in a campaign that should be as successful 
as other Government service campaigns they have aided.
